AND GENTLEMEN; 


In response to ;your invitation I 


have tbe honor to present the follow- 
ing paper upon the subject of cable 
and steam communication in the Pa- 
cific: 
I am confident that whatever gov- 


ernment may be in power, Hawaii 
may be relied upon in tbe future as in 
the past to legislate intelligently and 
definitely for the promotion of the in- 
terests of commerce, and in a liberal 
and broad manner. 


It bas been, and is, tbe earnest wish 


of tbe governing aa well as of tbe 
business classes to bring Hawaii into 
the circle of Pacific Ocean traffic, and 
to cultivate tbe most cordial relations 
with her great neighbors to tbe north, 
south, east and west. 


Hawaii desires not only their trade, 


but the respect 
and confidence of 


those neighbors. 


In confirmation of this assurance, I 


may quote the following lines, which 
the present Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs of the Provisional Government 
of Hawaii addressed to my firm at 
Honolulu, under date of the 1st of 
June. 


He says: "In regard to the matter 


of port charges this government is 
disposed to consider favorably a pro- 
position working towards the reduc- 
tion or total abolition of these charges 
in relation to your steamships; but 
would prefer to treat this matter in 
connection with the subject of the car- 
riage of the mails. Tbe good-will of 
the government to your line has al- 
ready been made 
manifest." 
The 


Minister goes on to say : 


"In regard to a trans-Pacific cable, 


negotiations are on foot of a confiden- 
tial nature respecting tbe utilization 
of Hawaiian territory for that pur- 
pose 
At the present time the gov- 


ernment is unable to say more than 
to express its great interest in the pro- 
ject ot a cable, and its desire to expe- 
dite it in every way in its power." 


These words of the Minister are in 


entire accord with tbe tenor of the 
report of the Chamber of Commerce 
upon the subject of steam and cable 
communication, a copy of which re- 
port was forwarded to Mr. Bowell and 
published in the report of his recent 
mission to Australia. 


In matters of trade and commerce It 


lias generally been found that what 
the Honolulu Chamber of Commerce 


a recommended, the government 


aas endeavored to carry out by legls- 
ation. I will speak of the cable first. 


The great aim of the commercial 


and of every other interest in Hawaii 
s to induce the projectors to land 
within what is kno*n as the Hawai- 
an group. This aim would hardly 
jave been gratified by the landing of 
.he cable at an uninhabited island 
nearly 500 miles away, and my per- 
sonal belief is that the recent annex- 
ation of Necker island by Hawaii 
was undertaken In order to induce 
he landing of the cable somewhere 
nearer the chain of Hawaiian com- 
munication. 


I sny this because I patber from the 


lewsuftpers that the Hawaiian Gov- 
>rnment have in Home way received 
,he impression that there was an in- 
ention to carry the cable past, Hawaii 
without touching here 


I have no right, nor have T any In- 


entlon to touch upon the points which 
might seem to huve a political or an 
nternaiional character. 
I can only 


assure the ((invention that Hawaii Is 
unaiiimmi^ly anxious to have this 
cable communication, and that she 
will be found prepared to negotiate in 
that frank and friendly spirit which 1 
endeavored to indicate in my opening 
statement. 


Leaving a-ule the questions of how 


to deal with the imperial control, or 
at least w i t h the neutrality of the 
cable, i should feel it unnecessary to 
dwell upon the immense commercial 
Value of a central telegraph office in 
the Pacific Ocean — if.I had not found 
b.y years of experience the difficulty 
of making people understand that 
there was any Pacific Ocean— except 
IB books about tbe habits and homes 
of coral insects. 


In 1893, 2000 passengers arrived in 


Hawaii ; 2000 left Hawaii 8000 arrived 
in transit; making 12,000 in all, ex- 
cluding what are called emigrants. 


In tbe same time 13 ships of war 


and 310 merchant vessels arrived in 
Honolulu. 
Not one of those 12,000 


passengers, nor of the captains and 
officers of those 320 ships, spent a 
single dollar on a cable message — 
simply because there was no cable. 


I venture to assert that the revenue 


to be derived from the landing of a 
cable at Honolulu will greatly sur- 
prise those who estimate that revenue 
merely by the population, or the area 
of that country. 
Hawaiians know 
that tbe fact of Honolulu being a cable 
center will bring a very considerable 
traffic to their port. They estimate 
that many more ships will come there 
for orders, and for ohaiter when their 
owners know that they can be in tele- 
graphic communication with them- 
selves. Many ships now go to San 
Francisco for orders which will assur- 
edly, in future, come to a port wblch 
is nearer the center, and where their 
crews cannot desert, and where the 
expenses are very much less. 


The cable means very much for 


Hawaiian commerce ; but it means 
much also for the owners of the cable. 
I doubt whether any port in Austral- 
asia will contribute more towards 
their revenue than the same port of 
Honolulu. 


Even now steamers call there regu- 


larly from China, Japan, Vancouver, 
San Francisco, Sydney and Auckland ; 
but we look— even as you gentlemen 
do, or you would not be here — to an 
Immense development of that traffic. 


It is impossible to believe that 


Honolulu will be left long witbout a 
Cable, and the first cable to land there 
will have all the revenue to which I 
have referred. 
It is hardly my province to detract 


from Neckar or any other of the rocks 
that might be available, but I will 
read to you tbe official description 
which the Hawaiian Government bas 
tarnished to my firm, from the report 
ol the Minister of the Interior, who 
•recently took possession :

This would not be the first time 


that life had to depend on the periodi- 
cal supplies from Honolulu. For years 
my firm had so to provision Starbuck 
Island, Johnson's Island, Fanning's 
Island, Christina Island, and other 
guano islands, and though we had no 
mishaps we bad constant anxiety. 
On three occasions deplorable mis- 
haps have occurred, and in the pres- 
ent year the German caretaker on 
Laysau Island was found dead in his 
cottage by a passing shipmaster. I 
suppose hermits could be found to oc- 
cupy even such an isolated tower, but 
I venture to say that its isolation adds 
somewhat to the argument which I 
have endeavored to advance in favor 
of a very urgent attempt to secure a 
landing within the circuit of the Ha- 
waiian archipelago. 


I will now turn to the question of 


steam communication, and in doing 
so there is less need of statistics. 


I find that Mr. Bowell, in his report, 


has already presented the chief figures 
of Hawaiian trade: Imports in 1892, 
$7,439 000, of which United States 
sent $5,294,000. 
Exports 
in 
1893, 


$10,818,000, of which United States 
took $10,754.000- 


Of that $10,818,000—$10,495,000 con- 


sisted of sugar and rice, which all 
went to the United States, by virtue 
of the Reciprocity Treaty. 


But the statistics of export and im- 


ports belong rather to the owners of the 
Bteamers, and the question of which 
this convention is to treat Is. I sup 
pose, the establishment of a line be 
tween Canada and Australia. T have 
hail a good many years' experience in 
the«e steam enterprises, ever since Mr 
Hayden Hezekia Hall first beguiled a 
number of passenger* from Hyilney to 
Honolulu and there transferred them 
to the \v retched little ste»rni-r Idaho, 
in which also I was unhappily a pas

1 »m confident that the trans Pacific 


trade would he more than doubled if 
the fteamors 
that 
carry it 
were 


equipped and conducted as the Allan- 
tic boats are 
But there is more In 


volved than the comfort or the num 
btT of passengers. 
These steamers 


open connection with new ports and 
distru ts", uml that means a great im- 
petus to the trans-Pacific lines. With 
a cable and an established steaua Hue 
between Honolulu and Vancouver, a 
valuable trade is assured; not merely 
a diverted trade, but a trade that does 
not now exist—a trade that will be 
largely developed by your own cable— 
by the new enterprise which you have 
come here to discuss. 


I suppose the cattle aud bheep own- 


ers of Hawaii would echo that Cana- 
dian objection which followed Mr. 
Thynne's proposed shipments of Au 
traliaii meats. But undoubtedly the 
system of cold storage will be Intro 
duced into Honolulu, and with thos 
powers of consumption with which wi 
astonish all visitors, we sball open a 
market for large shipments of meats 
poultry and fruits. 


I shall be glad to answer any ques 


tions which the conference may desire 
to put to me.

CHICAGO, May 29.—United States 


Marshal John W. Arnold has been 
placed in charge of the local arrange- 
ments for the Interment of the late 
Secretary Gresham. Only in a general 
way has he arranged for the march to 
the cemetery tomorrow. 
Colonel 


Corbin will reach Chicago at 7 a. m., 
and the Marshal and General Merritt 
will meet him on his arrival, and the 
programme will then be definitely 
arranged. 


As contemplated tonight, there will 


be no attempt at display. It is proba- 
ble that the only troops participating 
in the escort will be the cavalry and 
artillery from Fort Sheridan. The in- 
fantry will be brought to the city with 
the others at 9 o'clock in the morning, 
and their participation will depend 
upon the wishes of Colonel Corbin. 


During the afternoon Marshal Ar- 


nold and General Merritt had a con- 
ference with A. A. Sprague, the local 
representative of the Gresham family. 
They arranged for the interment at 
Oakwooda, and for an undertaker to 
meet the funeral tiian at Sixty-third 
street, with a state hearse drawn by 
six black horses. The honorary pall- 
bearers, the city officials, the county 
judiciary and the Loyal Legion will 
join in the escort at that point.

GRESBAM'S 8UCCE380B. 


Mr. Cleveland Ho« Not Yet Determined 
Who it Will Be. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—The opin- 


ion expressed tonight by public men 
who are known to be close to Presi- 
dent Cleveland is that be will not ap- 
point a successor to the late Secretary 
Gresham for at least thirty days. It 
is also stated, upon what seems to be 
fairly good authority, that before hla 
departure for Chicago today, be had 
had no time whatever to conmlt with 
his official associates regarding the 
vacancy caused by the death of Judge 
Gresham. 


While there are many men dis- 


cussed as available for this position, it 
is Dot believed that the gossips have- 
yet been able to forecast the man Mr. 
Cleveland will finally appoint. The 
concensus of opinion, however, among- 
those high in official life who remain 
in Washington is that Ambassador 
Bayard will be recalled from Eng- 
land and be elevated to the position 
he occupied under the first Cleveland 
Administration. 
It is not believed 


that ex-Secretary Whitney would ac- 
cept the place, even though President 
Cleveland should decide "to offer it to, 
him. 


While Don M. Dickinson has fre- 


quently been mentioned in connection 
with this place, the probabilities are 
that Mr. Cleveland has not yet con- 
sidered him in connection with the 
position 
and 
will 
cot hereafter. 


There is a bare possibility that Mr. 
Cleveland may finally decide to make 
a transfer of bis cabinet in order to fill 
the vacancy, and nominate a man 
outside of official circles. It can be 
stated as a fact, though, that it is alto 
gether unlikely that Mr. Cleveland 


^s ever given the matter serious con- 


sideration up to this time.

WASHINGTON, May 28. secretary 


ot State Qresham died at 1 15 o'clock 
this morning at hie rooms at the Ar- 
lington House. Although his recov- 
ery was practically abandoned when a 
severe chill occurred shortly before 6 
o'clock last evening, the most power- 
ful heart stimulants known to medi- 
cal science were injected periodically, 
and an Infusion of normal saline solu- 
tion was made through an open vein 
in the arm. He recovered slightly, 
but owing to severe rigors shortly 
before 11 o'clock he began to fail rap- 
idly and his vitality began to ebb. 


w*i,T£,R Q. OMSHAM. 


The three physicians saw that the 
end was near, and at 12 o'clock with- 
drew to the ante-room, leaving in the 
sick room only the members of his 
family and the nurses. 


Up to that time be had been con- 


scions and talked at intervals. His 
words were full of bravery. He fully 
appreciated his condition and spoke 
words of hope and cheer to his stricken 
wife and daughter. Sometimes his 
mind wandered slightly and went 
back to the days of long ago, recalling 
incidents of his life and happiness in 
the spring of his life. 


He spoke, too, of his absent son and 


private secretary, Mr. Langis, whom 
he loved as a son, and who, like his 
son, was speeding to his bedside, all 
too late. Mrs. Greaham sat at his 
bedside smoothing his brow and occa- 
sionally reading to him from Bible 
passages which be loved. 
As the end approached his pulse 


became hardly perceptible. Gradu- 
ally his eyes glazed and closed. Mrs. 
Gresham, with heroic fortitude, con- 
tinued to read tbe words of the gospel 
to her dying husband. Her daughter 
and son in-law stood, with bowed 
heads, at the side of the couch 
At 


1:15 o'clock his breathing ceased; a 
peaceful shadow passed over his pale 
countenance, his pulse flickered and 
the sorrowing family was in the pres- 
ence of death. 


One of tbe uurses conveyed the news 


that the end had come to the physi- 
cians in the next room and they, in 
turn, brought it to the watchers in the 
reception room. In the hotel lobby 
outside were a half-hundred of the 
Secretary's friends. 


No arrangements will be made for 


the funeral until the arrival of his son 
today. 


THE FATAL ILLNESS. 


"WASHINGTON, May 28.—Mr. Gres- 


bam's illne»s began on May 1st, when 
he was attacked with acute pleurisy. 
Tbe physicians diagnosed his case as 
gallstone in -the bladder at first, his 
pleurisy symptoms being overlooked 
for almost thirty-six hours. 


As soon as Dr W. W Johnson, who 


is DOW the attending physician, was 
called, he diwovered that the Secre- 
tary was suffering from an acute case 
of pleurisy, probably caused by expos- 
ure while riding out to Woodley, the 
President's country borne at night. 
In tbe meantime the gall stone had 
passed 


Tbe Secretary's right luug was af- 


fected, tbe cavity being already filled 
with pleuritic fluid. His respiration 
rose to 43. The physicians decided 
not to tap the cavity, but to rely upon 
absorption to rid it of the 
exuded 


fluid. 
Gradually Secretary Gresham grew 


better and the respiration was reduced 
to almost bormal. Last Haturday, 
when Dr. Johnson thought all danger 
was past, tbe left luug suddenly be- 
came affected and filled rapidly. Since 
then either Dr. Johnson or tbe con- 
sulting physician 
remained 
at bis 


bedside constantly, as did also Mrs. 
Gresham and tbe Secretary's son-in- 
law, 
Mr. Andrews.

which it was pending, the annexation 
treaty negotiated by Secretary Foster. 


Tben Mr Blouut waa sent to the 


Islands to make ail original Investiga- 
tion, and upon his report the Secretary 
made his uow celebrated reooumieuda- 
tion that the queen he restored, inas- 
much as be was convinced that she 
had been deposed by tbe action of the 
officers of the United States. Wben 
Congress finally made 
known 
its 


views, the secretary accepted them for 
his government, but H cannot be dis- 
covered that he ever changed his 
views as originally announced aa to 
the Justice of the action he had pro- 
posed. 
While he was deep in the Hawai- 


ian negotiations Secretary Gresham 
was obliged to suddenly give imme- 
diate attention to the Behringsea seal 
fisheries. The arbitration arranged 
by his predecessor was in full swing. 
Here was another matter with which 
he was not in harmony. He did not 
believe that tbe arbitration would be 
successful in tbe object aimed at by 
the United States, namely, tbe pro 
tection of the seals, but, regardless of 
the outcome, he was forced to bring 
the British Government to a renewal 
of the modus vivendi or take action to 
carry out the award when it was an- 
nounced, in order to guard against the 
annihilation of the seals. 
By a clause In the Wilson tailrr act, 
Congress bad swept away in a line all 
the carefully constructed reciprocity 
treaties negotiated by the preceding 
Administration. 
Thfs caused great 
anger among the nations with which 
the United States had such treaties, 
and the storm fell upon Secretary 
Gresham's head. 
Immediately there 


was talk ol retaliation and tariff wura, 
and in some cases this was realized to 
a certain extent. It was Gresham'e 
task to placate tbe European powers. 


Another legacy from 
his prede- 
cessor, which Mr. Gresham found 
very little to his liking, was the ne- 
cessity for caring for tbe Samoan 
king, held imprisoned on Sunday isl- 
and by the Germans. He wanted to 
repudiate the whole arrangement by 
which the United States assumed part 
of tripartite protectorate over Samoa, 
and be worked hard to this end, and 
finally succeeded in inducing Presi- 
dent Cleveland to recommend to Con- 
gress that the United States withdraw 
from all further participation m Sa- 
moan affairs.

LATE FOREIGN NEWS. 


Germany Will Not Assist Russia 


Superintendent Byrnes Retires. 


BERLIN, May - 
(Jermany has re- 


fused to co-operate with Russia lu 
forcing Japan to withdraw her troops 
from Coreau territory 


NEW YOBK, May lib.— TheSt. Peters- 


burg correspondent of the European 
edition of the Herald recently wrote 
as follows. "I may state as a signifi- 
cant piece of news that Emperor Nich- 
olas H is personally very ill-disposed 
toward the Japanese. Such was told 
me by persons m very high positions, 
and it is a fact which must not be lost 
sight of ia appreciating the situation, 
as the Emperor's likes and dislikes 
count for a very great deal. 


To all appearances Emperor Nicho- 


las is seizing every possible opportu- 
nity to harrass tbe-Mikado's govern- 
ment, his latest step, as tbe above 
Commercial Cable dispatch implies, 
having been to seek the co-operation 
of Germany in forcing Japan to with- 
draw their troops from Corea. 


It will be remembered the first arti- 


cle of tbe treaty of Shimonoseki guar- 
anteed tbe independence of the Her- 
mit Kingdom, and Russia will natur- 
ally do everything in her power to 
preserve the clause from becoming a 
dead letter. A Japanese protectorate 
over Corea would militate against the 
fruition of her designs upon an open 
port In the sea of Japan. 


Superintendent Byrnes Retires. 


NEW 
YORK, May 
27.—Thomas 


Byrnes, for thirty two years a mem- 
ber of the police force of New York, 
and for fifteen years its most conspicu- 
ous officer, laid down bis responsibili- 
ties today and ended his connection 
with the department save as a pen- 
sioner. Theodore Roosevelt, because 
of his domineut position on the Board 
of Police Commissioners and through 
the appointment of Inspector Peter 
Conlin as acting chief on probation of 
six months, has become the executive 
as well as the administrative force of 
the police organization, and such re- 
forms as are instituted will be due in 
great measure to his direction. Dr. 
Parkhurst's desire for the reorganiza- 
tion of tbe police force under Mr. 
Roosevelt's direction is in a fair way 
to be realized. 


Denied the Writ. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The United 
States Supreme Court today denied 
the application of Eugene V Debs, 
the strike leader, for a writ of habeas 
corpus. This is a victory for the Gov- 
ernment. No more important ques- 
tion, with the single exception of the 
income-tax, has come before the Su- 
preme Court during tbe past year tban 
the attempt of Debs and other officers 
of the American Railway Union to 
secure reversal of their sentences to 
jail by Judge Woods for interfering 
with Interstate commerce and running 
of mails In the great railway strike-of 
last summer. 


The Exclusion Act. 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The Su- 


preme Court today affirmed the con- 
stitutionality of the Geary Chinese 
Exclusion Act In tbe case of Lem 
Moon Sing, a California Chinaman 
who left this country and was refused 
admission. Justice Harlan in his 
opinion said tbe statute entrusted to 
tbe Collector the power of passing 
upon the facts. 
The court refrained from expressing 


an opinlou as to the merits of the case 
and tbe judgment of the court below 
denvlng tbe application for a writ was 
affirmed. Justice Brewer dissented. 


Formosa's Independence. 


WASHINGTON, D. C , May 25.—The 
dispatch of Minister Deuby announc- 
ing the declaration of Formosa's inde- 
pendence is nut taken seriously at the 
state department. Tbe information 
contained in the dispatch was taken at 


I the department to mean that the 
Min- 


ister awaited instructions to recognize 
the new government, or that it was in 
position to he recognized by tbeUnited 
States. But there is not likely to be 
any action taken by the government, 
nor would Mr. Denby be justified in 
taking any such step. 


Japanese off Formosa 


HONGKONG, May 27.—The Japan- 


ese have arrived off Tamsui on the 
northwest coast of the island of For-

only the simplest tools with which 
to work out their mental develop- 
ment. 
They are thrown entirely 


upon their own resources from a 
mental, moral and financial stand- 
point and the teacher to which 
they turn most naturally is the 
newspaper. What they may learn 
of public affairs, what little of 
scientific knowledge they may gain, 
in fact the greater part of the edu- 
cation not obtained in the routine 
of daily employment is gleaned 
from

Cleveland, Gresham and Com- 
pany that while Nicaragua 
turned first to 
the United 


States for help in her trouble 
with England, the chief honors 
of the settlement are carried 
off by Nicaragua's neighbor, 
Salvador. 


A problem so difficult for the 


Cleveland 
administration to 


handle in any satisfactory way, 
before Corinto was seized, has 
now been easily solved through 
the Salvadorean Minister in 
London. 


It is now asserted in Wash- 


ington that the suggestion to 
Salvador to put herself forward 
was made by the Department 
of State. Be that as it may, it 
does not take from her the 
credit of her act. 


It only raises the question 


why British occupation of Cor- 
into was awaited before a 
settlement was reached. Of 
course, Salvador was power- 
less to remonstrate or reason 
with England while threaten- 
ing her would have been out 
of the question. Salvador has 
not a solitary warship, nor is 
she of such importance to Eng- 
land that she could be counted 
upon to help her. 
She simply 


satisfied herself with the brief- 
est examination that Nicaragua 
could 
and 
would pay the 


money demanded by Great 
Britain, offered herself as guar- 
antor, and the whole thing was 
over. 


Salvador is the smallest 


soverign state in this hemis- 
phere. In area she is less than 
New Jersey; in population not 
equal to Connecticut. But in 
Nicaragua's hour of distress it 
is she, rather that has proved 
herself the giant and the 
United States the pigmy. 
It 


is said that "Coming events 
cast their

them." Can it be possible 
that the United States will 
again play the part of the pig- 
my as regards diplomacy in 
connection with these islands ?

Rev. C. W. Hill, of Hilo, spoke in 
behalf of the California churches, tell- 
ing of the progress made in/ spite of 
special difficulties, especially recently 
in the new life and vigor of their Pa- 
cific Theological Seminary at Oak- 
land. As pastor of the Hilo church, 
he spoke of his personal love and re- 
spect for Rev. 8. L. Desna, who was 
translating for him. He 
regretted 
that language should be almost as 
much of a barrier as seas and moun- 
tains, but felt more and more sure 
that the love of God would do away 
such barriers as steam and electricity 
were annihilating time and distance. 


Rev. A. C. Walkup, captain of the 


Hiram Bingbam, -who arrived from 
San Francisco in his little gasoline 
schooner on Wednesday morning, was 
introduced and declared himself as 
representing not an American mis- 
sionary society but the Gilbert Island 
churches with whose life and welfare 
he had identified himself. He pre- 
sented for fraternal recogniton and 
prayerful remembrance 
two young 


men from Los Angeles, California, 
who were going down with him to 
the Gilbert Islands as lay workers In 
Christ's work of human redemption. 
They are supported by a school in Los 
Angeles, are "not ordained as preach- 
ers, but 
expect 
to 
help in the 


fight for Christ's victory over Satan, 
for he is busy there and everywhere, 
and what evil be does not do is what 
he cannot do. 
But the Lord Jesus is 


master of the situation and can call 
out and seed out workers as the needs 
of the field are made evident. 


The time allotted had expired, but 


the association wanted to hear from 
Mr. F. W. Damon, superintendent of 
the Chinese Mission. He said that 
though born here in Honolulu and 
born again into life In Christ, he bad 
experienced this 
last winter w-hat 


seemed to him like a new birtb. He 
felt more like a Hawaiian than ever 
before, bince in tbe little Chinese Mis- 
sion chapel on Hotel street, he had 
been working, singing, praying and 
exhorting with Hawaiians as well as 
Chinese. The combination was no 
union of incompatlbles, but a real 
lively, hearty 
co-operation. 
Such 


union was possible and desirable and 
there was room for more of it In our 
Christian work. 
On his recent tour 


he was speaking in a Hawaiian 
church, and seeing a fine looking 
organ thought that be would give the 
people a touch of music to atlrand up- 
lift their souls. He pulled out the 
stops, and worked the bellows, and 
proped the keys. 
Not a sound did he 


bear. A good brother rushed up to 
him to explain that the rats had got 
into tbe instrument and had a good 
time eating this part and that part, 
but had left it a mass of crumbs. So 
in our Christian work we may have, 
we must have a well-planned organ- 
i/,ation. 
Hut organization is not suf- 


ficient of itself alone. 
We need the 


inureathing of God's Holy Spirit to 
give us euthu.-iasm, energy and i-uc- 
ces~.

She spoke of the kindly feelings 
toward every child of God which 
Jesus' love awakens; of the blessed- 
ness of any part in his work; of tbe 
need of diligence and faithfulness, and 
of the importance of having back of 
all work a true and earnest Christian 
character, as back of the small lamp 
in the headlight of the locomotive is 
the reflector that brings together and 
sends far ahead the light that illumin- 
ates its onward path. 


Rev. E. S. Ticnoteo, moderator of 


the association, responded, his address

WASHINGTON, May l.">.—Accord- 


ing to advices recently received 
here, important British documents 
hare been found at Hawaii as to 
the 
pending 
British-Venezuela 


boundary question, in which the 
United States has urged arbitration 
as a means of settlement. 
Assist- 


ant 
Surveyor-General 
Curtis J. 


Lyons, of Hawaii, has examined 
them and made a map accompanied 
by a statement which it is said 
supports the Venezuelan conten- 
tion, even on the evidence thus far 
presented by the British. 


Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan 


Minister here, says it is the first 
time that the documents sent out 
by the British foreign office have 
been made available in the contro 
versy. The records now brought 
to public attention by Mr. Lyons 
were furnished to Hawaii by the 
British foreign office at a time 
when Hawaii was a monarchy and 
largely under British influence. 
They are now on file in the survey 
office at Honolulu where Mr. Lyons, 
as assistant surveyor-general, has 
had access to them. He was led 
to the investigation by the publi- 
cation last month of an official 
British map of the Guiana terri- 
tory. On comparing this with the 
map furnibhed by the foreign office 
twenty years ago, he found that 
the boundary line had been entire y 
changed. The first map gives th» 
line as Venezuela claims it should 
be. The last map shifts the line 
far westward and includes as Brit- 
ish territory about 10,000 square 
miles which the first map showed 
to be clearly Venezuelan territory. 
The 
intervening 10,000 square 


miles is the subject of contention. 
The old map was made by the 
Royal Geographical Society of Eng- 
land and was thereafter given offi- 
cial approval and sent out by the 
foreign office. 
It is therefore, con- i 


sidered of scientific as well as offi- 
cial value. Mr. Lyons, in the course 
of his statement, which is signed, 
says: "The area tbus taken is as 
shown on these maps, 10,000 square 
miles or more larger than the area 
of either Massachusetts or Ver- 
mont. 
What the Venezuelans are 


claiming we have not the means of 
knowing, but it is very natural that 
they should c aim at least that 
British Guiana should adhere to its 
own original map."

Quick Trip of the Trim Gunboat 


Bennington to Port. 


She may Remain In Port for lUree 


Months—The OJympla Will Come 


to Believe Her. 


The U. S. S. Bennington, Com- 


mander Charles M. Thomas,' U. S. 
"N., commanding, arrived from San 
Francisco Thursday morning. She 
came down in 7 days and 13 hours 
—four hours quicker than the 
Yorktown's trip of last December. 


The Bennington is a Bister ship 


to the Yorktowu. It is her first 
visit to this port. She is a trim- 
looking cruiser of the third-class. 
She carries 185 men all told. Her 
armament is as follows : Six 6-inch 
guns, two six-pounders, two three- 
pounders, two gatlings, and two 
thirty-seven milometres. The ves- 
sel is 230 feet long and 36 feet 
wide; she draws 14 feet of water. 
Her hull is made of steel.

Hawaiian 
Evangelical 
churches 


began its annnal meeting in Kau 
makapili church at 10 a.m. Wednes 
day 
morning. 
There 
was 


very general attendance of pastors 
and delegates, only live pastors 
failing to be present. 


The association was organized 


by the choice of Rev. E. S. Timo- 
teo, as moderator, and Rev. J 
Davis, as scribe. The first item in 
the order of business was reading 
the 
statistical 
reports of 
the 


churches. It is no slight ordea! 
for a pastor to make public an- 
nouncement of the results of his 
labors for a year. If bis figureb 
fail to agree with former state 
ments, or if no figures are reportec 
under the various departments o 
pastoral work, he must stand a fin 
of questions as to the cause of fail 
ure. 
But this public way of pre 


senting the account current of eacl 
church has its obvious advantages 
though of necessity much tim 
must be given to it. 
Both morn 


ing and afternoon sessions were 
given up to these reports and fc 
tbe report of the doings of the isl 
and associations. 


The interest of the meeting cen 


tered in the project of sending Rev 
R. Maka back to his old field o 
labor at Butaritari in the Gilber 
islands. 
The young 
missionary 


who had taken bis place there ba 
lost his wife, and wishes to return 
to Hawaii for a brief vacation. The 
Catholic priests have begun tbei 
work, and the natives bave no 
will power enough to stand ou 
against their coercive methods o 
proselyting. Rev. R. Maka said in 
reply to a request for an immediate 
decision that his desire was to re 
turn, but his increasing physica 
weakness warned him that he was 
not fit for the kind of v work that 
needed the full strength of youthfu 
vigor. 
Thereupon 
Rev. 
Louis 


Mitchell, of Koloa, volunteered to 
go with his wife on this voyage o1 
the Star if the Hawaiian Board 
would make provision for a young 
child that be could not well take 
with him. 


Rev. Louis Mitchell married the 


daughter of Rev. J. Mahoe, a Ha 
waiian missionary to the Gilbert 
islands. He was obliged to return 
home from the effects of a gunshot 
wound at the hands of one of the 
natives. 


It 
was 
voted 
to 
recom- 


mend to tbe Hawaiian Board to ac- 
cept Rev. Louis Mitchell's 
offer, 


and send him and his wife to the 
field that needs at once the care of 
an active and devoted missionary. 


Then came up the question of in- 


creasing tbe contributions of the 
churches to the treasury of the 
Hawaiian Board. One of the pas- 
tors showed that diligent effort to 
gather up small contributions, gifts 
of produce as well as gifts of money, 
would bring in a revenue that 
would astonish those who dispise 
this constant looking after little 
things. Another spoke of the duty 
of caring first for gifts to the Mas- 
ter's work before looking out for 
one's own comfort, and reprobated 
the too common custom of the 
churches of taking the contribu- 
tions of the first Sunday of each 
month for church expenses instead 
of consecrating these first fruits to 
tbe Lord's work of spreading Gos- 
pel truth and extending Christ's 
kingdom. 
Another advocated a 


vote by the church to raise a speci- 
fied sum, and then devote the time 
and energy needed to raising the 
moneys as a sacred duty that 
would bless the giver far more than 
teeping back for any selfish pur- 
pose the money that might help to 
save another's soul. Take the dol- 
ars that might be spent on mo- 
mentary enjoyment and make of 
them vessels of service in the tern- 
>le of the Lord. Another pastor 
said he bad noticed 
that 
the 


churches that were ready to make 
acrifices for the welfare of others 
bund little difficulty in raising the 
money needed for keeping up their 
own church services. A committee 
was appointed to 
determine the 


amount of money which the Ha- 
waiian churches ought to contribute 
or foreign missions and report also 
ways and means for collecting the 
money.
